Columbus, O., Oct. 27.— Richard 
Gardner, the only prisoner in the ex- 
ecution annex of ihe Onto penitentiary, 
who la under sentence to he electro- 
cuted Nov. 9, lias maue full conttasiun 
of his awful crime. 

Gardner was summarily convicted of 
the charge of assaulting and murdei- 
ing little Ethel Long, daughter of 
Stephen Long, in Ross county, May 22. 
He made a full concession Saturday to 
Ethel's parents and begged their for- 
giveness. He subsequently made a 
confession for publication. 

Gardner says he was born in Talla- 
haisse, Fla., of slave parents. He gave 
a detailed statement of his residence 
in Cincinnati-, and employment at Cal- 
ifornia, O., together with an acknowl- 
edgment of his habit of dr.nking and 
gambling. The day of the muruei* be 
says he was returning from Washing- 
ton C. H. toward Cincinnati, wuen he 
saw the girl have her home with a 
bucket to go to the nearby spring. I le 
says he followed her and asked where 
her parents were. She told him her 
mother was in the house and her 
father in the field. Her little brother 
was within sight. He says she re- 
fused his proposal twice, when lie took 
her by the hand. She resisted and be- 
gan to scream, whereupon he struck 
her on the head with au iron rod IS 
inches long, which rendered her almost 
insensible. He placed a handkerchief 
over her mouth and accomplished his 
bestial purpose. 

Gardner says by this time Ethel was 
insensible and he believed she would 
die. He sat beside her five minutes 
watching c.oseiy. and then killed her. 
He says he felt sorry for her and killed 
her to put her out of her misery. In 
describing his blood-curdling deed he 
manifested no compunction of cm- 
science. He cooly described how he 
plunged the blade of a knLe into lur 
throat, making certain that he severed 
the vein, and that she died within two 
minutes. Gardner says he watched 
his victim until she breathed her last, 
then fled. 

It was only a few ho-irs until he was 
captured. He was removed to Colum- 
bus to escape lynching, and after be- 
ing indicted by a special grand jury, 
was taken to Chillicoihe, where he was 
promptly tried and convicted.

Doard of Colli ruction Coin emplaM*

Washington, Oct. 29. — A vaster pro- 
gram to inore-se. the navy than has 
ever before been contemplated on thU 
side of the Atlantic la under consider- 
ation by the board of construction, 
and if appioved uy ihe president, as it 
is expected to be, it Is to be uiged 
upon congress at the coming session. 
The project Involves the construction 
vf not less than 40 wa. ships including 
vailous special types not hitherto 
built for uavaJ purposes. The board 
of rear admirals which has taken up 
the subject under special diiections 
from Secretary Long is availing itself 
of the highest expert opinions in the 
service in order that its report will nut 
be open to unfavorable criticism 
among naval ollices, it being the ex- 
pressed Intention of the navy depart- 
ment to ins ouiage any opposition to 
a line of policy when once adopted. 

The program will include no le.-.s 
than six ships of the heaviest armor 
and most destructive ordance with the 
highest practical speed, the greate.-t 
attainable radius of action upon a dis- 
placement of about lG.OoO tons, com 
bining the most desirable features oi 
line of battleships and cruisers. At 
least 20 gunbouts are prcposed of sev- 
eral types all of light draught w.th 
rapid firing batteries and accommoda- 
tions to give comfort to officers end 
crews stationed in the tropics. All <»f 
these gunboats will be able to go out 
to Manilla or other distant points un- 
der their own steam. 

Provision is made in the program j 
for an increased torpedo flotilla by 10 
new vessels, including a new type of 
torpedo cruiser on the lines of exist .,g 
torpedo boat destroyers which can ac 
company a fleet of battleships across 
the ocean. Several of the other new 
vessels in this category are to be sub- 
marine, if success attends the im- 
proved Holland boat3 now under con- 
tract. The program will also incl. de 
thre- armored collieries, larger than 
any vessels of this class ever built for 
a government. They a.e to have enor- 
mous capacity, enabling each of th^m 
to deliver 10,000 tons of coal to Ma Il- 
ia, Guam, or Pago-Pago. A large un- 
armored ship recommended Is a float- I 
ing machine shop of about 6,000 tons 
displacement, for duty in repaliiigl 
naval vessels at great distances from I 
government yards, especially In the 
Philippines. Her design grows out of 
the experience with the Vulcan at 
Guantanamo, when that vessel obvi- 
ated the necessity of withdrawing half 
the fleet frcm the Santiago blockade.

Manilla. Oct. 2ft. — While scouting 
near Loos, a dstl hment of the Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-eighth regiments, 
under Captain Bc.gler, were attacked 
by 400 Insurgents armed with rifles,_ 
under the command of a white BBSin 
whose nationality is not known to the- 
Americans. The insurgents for the 
most part were intren. lied. Alter an 
heroic tight Captain Be.gler drove off 
the enemy, killing more than 76. Tno 
fight lasted for two hours. Captain 
Beigler and three privates were slight- 
ly WQUnded and two of the Americans 
were Killed. 

An engae.emi nt took place Oct. 24 
between detachments of the Third cav- 
alry and the Thirty-third volunteer In- 
fantry, numbering tO, and a force of 
insurgents including 400 ritlemen and 
1,000 bOlomen. The fighting was des- 
perate. Finally under piessure of 
overwhelming numbers the Americans 
were compelled to retire on Narvican. 
Lieutenant Geo.g- L. Fcbiger aud four 
privates were billed, nine wounded 
and four are PalsslEg. Twenty-nine 
horses are missing. A number of 
teamsters were captured by the insur- 
gents, but were subsequently released. 
The enemy's loss is (stimaled at 150.
